Though suggested by the 
Spanish dollar or piece-of-eight , which was the dominant coin 
used in the States at the time, the American dollar would not 
be a copy because the other lacked a set value. Hamilton 
implements his scheme by determining the relative value of 
gold and silver in the States, and then the amount of alloy 
each kind of coin would require - that, after deciding minting 
could not be done without cost to the government, because to 
take the cost out of the material would invite counterfeiting.
